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SENATE CUTS 
PAY OF JUDGES 


Need 
House 
Approval 
To 
Slash 15 Per Cent; Mc­ 
Pherson Not Affected. 


Harrisburg, Feb. 23 (AP).—The 
senate by a vote of 42 to 6 Tuesday 
passed finally and sent to the house 
the Reed bill making a flat 15 per 
cent cut in the salaries of all judges. 
The senators who opposed the bill 
were Aron, Philadelphia; 
Harvey, 
Luzerne; Hunsicker, Philadelphia; 
Shapiro, Philadelphia; Sordoni, Lu­ 
zerne, and Trainer, Philadelphia. 
The two absentees were Roberts, 
' Northampton, and W i l l i a m s o n , 
Huntingdon. 
The Reed bill provides that the 
cuts go into effect immediately but 
legislators assert judges cannot be 
affected until their terms expire, 
under the constitution of the com­ 
monwealth. 
The senate passed for the second 
time the Scott bill making counties 
from which prisoners are committed 
responsible for casts incident to 
crimes committed in state penal in­ 
stitutions. 
The bill was recalled 
from the governor last week for 
minor amendments. 
Senate Passes Bridge BHI 
The senate also passed finally the 
McClure bill permitting Pennsyl­ 
vania, New Jersey and Philadelphia 
to accept bonds of the Philadelphia- 
Camden bridge in payment of money 
advanced for construction of the 
span. 
The bill, upon enactment, 
will not be effective unless New Jer­ 
sey passes similar legislation. 
The unemployment problem again 
raised its hands as the state leg­ 
islature 
convened 
Tuesday, 
both 
houses laying on the table letters 
threatening a march of unemployed 
on the state capital and demanding 
ald. 
The letters were from Edward 
Bender, of Philadelphia, secretary 
of the unemployed councils of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
He said “a thousand unemployed” 
will be in Harrisburg March I and 
2 to demand immediate relief un­ 
employment insurance and lodging 
and food while the army is in the 
capital. 
A. J. White Hutton. Franklin, 
chairman of the house rules com­ 
mittee, said the house will hear the 
marchers’ demands.

—England’s dominance in the realm 
of speed was skyrocketed to new 
heights Wednesday by Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, 
who in 
two blistering 
runs over the hard-packed beach 
here Wednesday streaked to a new 
world automobile speed m ark of 
272.108 miles an hour. 
The record 
was made over a measured mile 
route. 
He also established a new record 
of 272.463 miles an hour over one 
kilometer on the same trials and 
257.295 over a five-kilometer course. 
Driving 
his 
long, 
stream lined 
Bluebird car, equipped with a 2500- 
horsepower airplane motor, the 48- 
year-old Campbell clipped .94 of a 
second off his own previous record 
of 253.968 for the mile and increased 
the m ark by 18.140 miles an hour. 
On his first run the British driver 
attained the astounding speed of 
273.556 miles an hour as he roared 
over the beach, paralIvied on one 
side by a pounding surf and on the 
other by high, irregular sand dunes, 
from which thousands of spectators 
looked on.
